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THE SITUATION 


The situation in Utah to-day is far 
from pleasant or encouraging. The 
‘* Mormons” are credited with being 
religious fanatics, and if eo they are 
— by anotber kind of fanatics 
who have little of the pretension even 
of religion to sanctify that fanaticism. 
Just now the Territory is afflicted with 
a few men in official position who con- 
bine a sort of religious bigotry, the 
illiberality which ever attends it, ig- 
norance of the republicanism they pro- 
fess to admire, and the most virulent 
type of political fanaticism. These 
men aim at stripping the people who 
settled and made this Territory what 
it is, and who created a centre of sup- 
plies for the surrounding Territories, of 
every right which liberty holds dear, 
and which the Federal Constitution 
guarantees tothem. First, for a new 
and previously unheard of reason—re- 
igious belief—natoralization was dé- 
nied to aliens anxious to declare an 
honest allegiance to the Constitution 
of the country; and following that 
came the effort to strip native-born 
and naturalized citizens of the right to 
honest and impartial trial by jury and 
of the elective franchise, if possible. 
These facts exist, and show the design 
of the political fanatics referred to. 
What do they hope to gain? And 
bow does it affect men who are neither 
religious nor political fanatics, and 
who have property at stake? for the 
material interests of the Territory are 
seriously menaced. 
Suppose we admit, for the sake of 
ument, that there are fanatical 
** Mormons,” are there not fanatics in 
every religious organization? Mor- 
monism” is no more a breeder of the 
class than Methodism, Episcopalian- 
ism, or any other iam, for Mor- 
mons,” as a rule, are hard thinkers, 
close reasoners, and feel confident they 
bave satisfactory grounds for their 
faith, whereas a fanatic ts his 
faith independent of reason, and main- 
tains its superiority ail the more be- 
cause it may be above his comprehen- 
sion. But the ‘‘Mormons” are strongly 
attached to their faith, and are very 
much in earnest. They are mostly 
Anglo-Saxons, a race that can fight 
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and die for an honest belief, but can 
never be coerced into repudiating it; 
a race that beheaded one king, com- 
— his son, another king, to flee, 
uilt up the colonies on this continent 
under circumstances too well known to 
be recapitulated ; and subsequently 
for weary years, successfully combat 
the proudest power on earth, and 
secured the realization of their hearts“ 
hopes in a glorious independence. 

The ‘‘Mormons” have proved too 
often and under too many trying cir- 
cumstances their devotion to their 
faith fur it to be doubted now. At 


present, not only their political rights 


but their 1 is assailed by official 
authority. While the nation is worked 
upon with the cry of polygamy, that is 
but a sound to cover the real object. 
Nearly every fundamental principle of 
their faith is attacked, not by calm 
reason and Scriptural argument, but 
by disgraceful abuse, ribaldry and pro- 
fanity, sanctioned and endorsed by 
official smiles and 2 
while the forces are being marshall 

to break up the community as a reli- 
gious organization, destroy the leaders 
and the people, or scatter them wan- 
derers again on the earth. All this is 
aimed at under the cover of law, by 
outrageous and illegal judicial rulings 
and proceedings, by men who use

He endorsed 
the views advanced by the Elders who 
spoke in the morning, and dwelt.on the 
wonderful ess of the Lord in 
revealing mind and will to the 
children of men through His servant 
Joseph Smith.
